4. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 
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Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed integrated GPS radio receiver 
apparatus and method including in combination: a wideband electronic warfare (EW) 
receiver with an A/D converter and Fourier transform circuit, a GPS receiver having an 
RF input port electrically connected to a selected one of a plurality of outputs from the 
EW receiver to determine geographic location identification signals from the EW 
receiver. 

The closest prior art, US 6806828 B1 to Sparrow et a\, show a GPS receiver 42 
in combination with an ECM receiver 46 (see Figure 4 reprinted below). 
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However, Sparrow et al fail to show a GPS receiver electrically connected to one 
of a plurality of channelized outputs of the EW receiver as shown by Figure 2 of the 
present application.
